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FOREIGN ITEMS.

~—A pamphlet under the title of Noie sur
I Organisation Militaire de la CUonfederation
de I Allemagne du Nord, written by Napoleon
111 at Wilkelmshohe, han just appeared at
Brussels. It does not contain anything new
a8 regards the North CGertan army, bot the
position of its suthor gives a special intarest
to some remarks he makes on the causes of
the French defeats, ‘‘Before the misfortnnes
of 1870," he says, “‘no weight was attachad to
the opinion of those who declared that the
military orgmnization of onr conntlry standsa
in no relation to ite politioal status, * = *
Before the campaign of 1870 the Artillery
Committee would pot admit that the material
of the Prussian artillery was more complote
and practical than ours, and the Eugineer
Oommittee declared that onr fortresses
were not too numercus, and that they
wara in & condition to rosist the mew
artillery. It wounld not allow that one-h¥if of
our fortresses must be razed and the other
half rebuilt in asocordance with the system
whieh has made Antwerp one of the firat fort-
ressos ing the world. It required such sad
events as those we have witnessed to make
Genoral Coffinieres—a general of engineers——
admit before a conneil of war that Metz counld
not withstand a siege of fourteen daya if it
lost the protection of Marehal Bazaine's
army. Before the eamprign of 1870 the mili-
tary administration obstinately opposed the
views of those who advised that the country
shounld be divided into districts, esch with a
corps d'armee oapable of providing iteslf with
every requisite for the field in its own dis-
trict.” In aunother passage, after highly
praising the discipline of the Prussian
army, the ex-Emperor procseds; —
‘““Between the leading principle of the
Prosslan army, which looks upon the will of
the Kiog was the highest law, and the injuri-
ous maxims which prevail among us, there is
a wide interval. What do we hear on every
occasion ? ‘I serve my country, not an indi-
vidual:' and this phrase, whioh is anpposed to
elavate one's personal dignity, is really only a
mask for all disloyalty, skepticism, and
breaches of faith. In every momarchy the
sovereign is the commander-in-chief of the
army, and every man under the flag serves
him and owes him obedience and loyalty, for
the sovereign represents the whole nation.
Without this principle there is neither disci-
pline nor order in the ranks, nor security for
society,"

—An articlefin the' Allgemeine Zeitung sharply
oriticizes the present organization of the Ger-
man navy, The author says that the naval
administration, from ita chief downwards, is
“‘hemmed in belween the army on the ons
side and the bureancracy on the other, * =
Its commander-in-chief is a general; the most
important posts of the department are held
by pensioned army intendants and other
landsmen; so that, with the exception of a
few of the younger and more influential men,
the director of the office, Admiral Jachmann,
is alone capable of giving dus influence to
the opiniongof those who have a practioal
acquaintance with naval affairs, This ac-
counts for the lukewarmness and in-
difference with which the department
conducts its business,” The writer proceads
to show that during the war the want
of a Minister of Marine was constantly felt,
the War Minister, General von Roon, having
found it impossible to attend to the army in
France and to the fleet in the North Sea as
well. As to the officers, “‘there are doubtless
distinguished men among them, but a
thorough awskening of their professional
spirit would do no bharm.” The article fur-
ther points out that there has been a stagna
tion of promotion in the navy, owing to vacan-
cies (of whioch there are several in the estab-
lishments of most ships on active servioe) not
baving been filled up, and that the pay of the
officers, and especially of the surgeons, chap-
lning, engineers, and paymasters, is much
too low.

—On the subject of explosive cartridges a
correspondent of the uli Mall (7 wzetie writes
as follows:—Yon will doubtless remember a
certain vigorous despatch, published some
months ago, in which Count Bismarck ac-
cused the French troops of some practices
“‘gontrary to the usages of eivilized warfore;”
among other things of firing explosive bul-
leta and bullets eut ap into small pisces.
Bearing this in mind, Iwas surprised the
other day to meet with the two following pas-
sages in well-known standard German mili-

works:—1. In the twelfth edition of
“Organjzation and Infantry Service of the

Royal Prussian Army,” by Lieutenant-Gene-
ral A. von Witzleben, published at Berlin
in 1871, and found upon “‘Reguala-

tions for the Imstruction of Troops in Field
Service, ete.,” dated Juone, 1870, we find
it stated at page 834 (volome 2), in the in-
structions for the attack of isolated buildings,
that ‘‘the explosive cartridges served out to
infantry are peculiarly applicable to this ser-
vice." I presume that “‘explosive cartridgss”
(explositions.patronen) can only mesn car-
tridges containing explosive bullets. 2, In
the first volume of ‘‘Bushbeck’'s Manunal for
Officers of All Arma,” pablished at Berlio in
1869, we find at page 94 a description of the
vearious patterns of small-arm ammunition,
including ‘“*buckshot cartridges” (Rephosten-
patronen), ‘‘which contain six buckshot in
additien to the ordinary bullet, which would
certainly be as destructive and mnusual as
Lullets cut up into small pieces. I suppose that
neither explosive bullets nor buokshot ecart-
ridges were used by the Germans in the late
war; but if itbe true that they still mannfac-
ture and issue these missiles, the nse of which
is partioularly recommended to their officers
on certain oceasions, I think that some day
we shall read a despatoh in which Prince Bis-
marck will inform us that it cannot with jns-
tice be said that the employment of thess
?l::ojactilen is contrary to the ‘‘rules of war.”

—What would follow nmﬂa execution of

—With the exception of the colored and
other lithographs, end the account of the
Yama-mai or osk silkiworm, says the Fall
Mall Gazette, Mr. Adaws' third report npon
the silk culture of Japan is not of so much
general interest as his first report of 1570,
Indeed, several of the lithographs® which
swell the price of the present parliamentary
paper are illustratious to the excelleat report
of last year. 'Thers is, however, oue point of
much importance on which some new light
is thrown—the parasite “‘aji” (maggot), as
the Japanese call it, which preys upen the
silkworm, and in some years kills from 30 to
&4 per cent, of the worwms, aud threatens
cowpletely to ruin the imdusiry., It appears
that npeither M., Guerin-Meneville, nor
the Hulomelogist, nor the Mouiteur des
Scics have been able to arrive at the
patural history of this insect. The state of
mind of the Japanese peasant upon the
subject ia rebuked in a despairing despatch
from Date, ex-prince of Uwajima and Minis-
ter of the Home Department. He says:—
“Is it not painful to attribute a plague like
that of the uji solely to Providence because
we have not yet ascertained its canses?” 1he
theory regarding the uji to which Mr, Adains
gave currency in his first report was that duo-
ring the spring a fly havingdeposited its eggs
on the muolberry leaf, they were introduced
with the food into the silkworm's intestines.
The better opinion, however, seews to be, as
stated in the second report and confirmed in
the third, that the fly pierces the silkworm
and deposits its egg underneath the skin,
where it is batehed into the wuji or larva,
which, feeding upen the body of the silk-
werm duriog its changes, graduslly increases
until it is nearly as large as the chrysalis
itself, and in the end destroys its way out of
the cocoon, which therenpon becomaos useless,
The uji then shrinks considerably, in the
course of four or five days into a small
chrysalis of ils own, which on dissection
discloses the embryo of a fly, although it has
not been sufliciently observed to ascertain
the time of the fly's natural issue. The
birth of the fly is, however, perhaps correctly
supposed to ocour about the time of the
hatehing of the first erop of silkworms in the
following spring, when it deposits ita eggs,
and the existence of the next annual genera-
tion begins, This sapposition is chiefly
grounded on the fact that the second erop of
the worms, the summer hsatching, is eom-
paratively free from the uji. The ignoraut
Japanese, unfortunately, do mot destroy the
uji issue from the cocoons, bul merely throw
them away; and the eiforts of the Japanese
Government to circulate information on the
subjeot bave hitherto been unavailing. Oae
rotification warns the population to *‘re-
member the snying, ‘Fear posterity,’ and that
it is impossible to afirma that the extreme
limit of progress bas been attained.” It isa
